Gold exports are rumored, but at this 
season are so far natural 4hat they have 
no such power to cause alarm as they had 
in winter. 

The gigantic steel commission is expect- 

to have a great influence in sustaining 
markets and stimulating confidence, and 
though such operations cften miss tie st.c- 
cess they seek, they rarely fail to kindle 
speculative buying for a time. The sud- 
den advarce of $2 per ton iu biliets a Week 
ago has raised Bess2mer pig $1 at Pittsburg 
and the demand. for structural forms in- 
creases in expectation that price® will rise. 
Nail associations have given noticé of an- 
other advance of 15 cents at the end of the 
month. Bars have been greatly’ demoraliz- 
ed, but some makers now hope to re-estab- 
lish the combination as siéel bars will be- 
come dearer. But No. 1 foundry is slightly 
lower at Philadelphia and the general de- 
mand for finished products does not yet 
improve. The steel concerns propose to re- 
strict production by allotment, those. pro- 
ducing more than tnefr share, paying $2 per 
ton to those who produce less. 

Less ene@ouragement appears in the boot 
and shoe trade, as tuyets hesitate, though 
leather still firtniv held.

REFUSE A VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 


The Senate Does Not Ratify thé Prime 
Minister’s Work. 

Paris, April 3.—Am iInterpellation of the 
government's foreign policy was submitted 
in the senate today. M. Bougeois, prime 
minister and minister of foreign affairs, 
asked that the questioning be deferred as he 
could give no reply beyond that which he 
had made in the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday. He added that the adjustment of 
the interpellation would not lessen the sen- 
ate’& rights. while it would give the govern- 
ment the authority and strength necessary 
to pursue its negotiations regarding the 
Egyptian and other foreign questions. | 

The senate refused to agree to M. Bour- 
geois’s proposal, whereupon the prime 
minister declared that he should make no 
reply to the interpellation,. having no fur- 
ther explanation to furnish. The following 
resolution was then submitted: 

The sengte noting the declaration of the 
government, that it cannot add to its ex- 
planation to the chamber of deputies on 
Thursday and regretting that those expla- 
nations are insufficient, refuse to grant 
the government a vote of confidence and 
passes to the order of the day. This was 
adopted. The senate adjourned until April 
22d. 

Immediately thereafter the ministers re- 
tired and held a council at the foreign office. 
It is not expected that they will resign. A 
delegation from both the senate and the 
chamber of deputies* has visited M. Bour- 
geois and assured him of their esteem and 
confidence. 

The cabinet decided unanimously that the 
vote of confidence adopted by the chamber 
of deputies yesterday made it the duty of 
the ministers to remain in office. M. Bour- 
geois proceeded to the palace of the Elysee, 
immediately after the conference, and in- 
formed President Faure of the decision 
that had been reached. The cabinet will 
meet again tomorrow. 
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WANT A REPLY. 


The London Daily News Says ‘Venezu- 
ela Is Tardy. 

London, April 3.—In its issue tomorrow 
the Daily News will complain that Ven- 
ezuela has made no reply to the Brifish 
case presented in _the “Blue Book’’ re- 
cently .issued. 

“The question.” it says “has become 
pressing. We are unable to learn whether 
the American commissiow has received 
anything from Venezuela beyond pamph- 
lets narrating resistance to tie British 
claims, while there is entire absence of a 
case on which to arbitrate.” 

The Daily News contends that Venezuela 
has never produced a single proof that she 
ever possessed jurisdiction over the ter- 
ritory ‘to the enstward of the Orinoco 
river, but has. confined herself to simple 
protests against alleged British encroach- 
ments.

The Bessemei Steel Makers Have Fin- 
ished Their Work. 

New York, April 3.—The conference of 
bessemer steel manufacturers, which was 
opened at tae Hotel Waldorf yesterday, 
was continued today. They were called 
to order at 10:30 o’clock and, with the ex- 
ception of a half hour recess, were 
continuous session until 3:30 o’clock this 


afternoon. 

The proceedings were held behind closed 
doors, and a sentinel was stationed in the 
corridor to keep outsiders twenty feet away 
from the entrance to the parlors.

Mr. Oliver was in excellent spirits. It 
was evident that the conference had been 


satisfactory to him. He said: ' 

“We have accomplished the object for 
which we met. The proceedings were har- 
monious, We carried our programme fully 
into effect.’”’ —° 

“Will you explain the result of the day’s 
proceeuings?’’ was asked. 

“I can say that today we have arranged 
the detaiis of what we decided upon as a 
whole, at yesterday’s session.’’ 

The manufacturers decided to maintain 
the price of steel for the present at $20 
per ton. There have been no restrictions 
made as to the aniount of steel which shall 
be manufaétured by any particular firm 
or firms: but it will be understood that all 
manufacturers will exercise good judg- 
ment in seeing to it that the market is not 
too greatly overstocked. Busit®is is to be 
conducted in accordance with tiie actual 
law of demand and supply. Special care 
will be taken to do away with the manipu- 
lation of the market by middiemen and 
speculators who have heretofore caused 
much mischief by the manipulations of 
prices. The persons who have been in the 
habit of reporting fictitious transactions in 
steel will, Mr. Oliver feels sure, find their 
occupations gone. 

Other portions of the programme, which 
+ Mr. Oliver said were ratified by the manu- 
facturers in conference, are as follows: 

“The manufacturers will so conduct their 
business as to effectually put a stop to the 
losses which they have sustained of late. 
Honest competition will be encouraged, 
but the influence of middlemen will be re- 
stricted so that the interests of both man- 
ufacturers and consumers will be ade- 
quately protected. Aljl negotiationg shall 
be conducted by and for the producer, as 
the contracting party on the one hand and 
the consuming purchaser on the other 
hand. The advance in the price of pig 
iron is met by a corresponding advance 
in the price of atéel. There will be no at- 
tempt to corner the market by the manu- 
facturefs, but middlemen cannot hereaf- 
ter contract for large lots of steel—not 
knowing where they can sell them—anc; 
then dump their stocks upon the marked, 
thus demoralizing prices.

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Many of the Workmen Are Going to 
Alabama City To Work—Enk- 
ting Mill Shuts Down. 


Columbus, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—It is 
very probable that a committee from the 
strikers will call upon President Bigby, of 
the Eagle & Phenix mills, and confer with 
him with a view to adjusting, if possible, 
the differences now existing between the 
mills and the employes. 

It seems that the strikers have about 
decided upon this course, and t@e fact that 
matters have assumed this state, is looked 
upon as a hopeful sign. The strikers are 
as firm as ever, however, and the fact that 
will probably send this committee 
does not mean that they are weakening, 
hut that the leaders are naturally anxious 
for a speedy settlement of the trouble. It 
is hoped ‘the conference tomorrow will re- 
sult with a mutual appreciation of each 
others interest by the mills and the em- 
pPoyes, and ultimately bring about a satis- 
factory adjustment of matters. 

The strikers say they are independent of 
the Eagle & Phenix mills, as they can get 
work elsewhere. F. C. Foy, a gentleman 
representing a new 650 loom mill at Ala- 
bama City. near Gadsden, Ala., is in Phe- 
nix City soliciting good operatives, this 
vicinity being noted for its skilled mill la- 
bor. Between fifty and one hundred fam- 
ilies have signified their intention of going 
to Alabama City in case the Eagle & 
Phenix mills do not resume operations 
by Monday morning. Many of the-‘strik- 
ers. say they caf go to other new mills and 
get work, and this sort of talk encourages 
a feeling of independence among ‘the strik- 
ers, 

AS was predicted, the Chattahoochee 
Knitting mill in Girard shut down this af- 
ternoon, it being a branch of the Eagle & 
Phenix mills, thus throwing nearly 300 
more operatives out of employment.

A LOOK OVER THE DISTRICT 


Laid in Ashes by the Flames—How 
‘the Flames Spread, from Building 
to Building—Losses, Etc.

Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
big fire of yesterday in which $300,000 
worth of property was destroyed, -vill 
not soon be forgotten by those who wit- 
as scenes arm] incidents connect- 
it were so impressive that its 
is permanently stamped on the 
minds of eye-witnesses. From the first 
outbreak of the fire there was dread felt 
by these who witnessed the big dock fire 
of 1890 and when the wind continued 
blowing at such a terrific rate in the di- 
rection of 60,000 pire crossties, cotton 
sheds, warehouses filled with, inflammable 
matprial it was seem that mo human 
agency could save the water front. Down- 
ing’s docks and yards, filled with fuily 
25,000 barrels of rosin and 1,000 casks of 
turpentine, was in fifty feet of the Plant 
system’s cotton sheds and soon caught, It 
was then fully apparent that immense 
damage would result to buildings on the 
bay and probably to the entire city un- 
less the wind either changed or abated. 
It did neither, but blew terrificly forward, 
sweeping Downing and taking his whole- 
sale supply warehouse, covering over an 
acre floor space altogether, within 
fifty minutes. 

The wind blowing 
beat the flames across 
almost simultaneously 
lett, Breisneck & Hoyt, warehouses and 
wholesale stores and the three-story 
Ocean ‘hotel, a wooden structure. When 
the hotel fire was blazing at its height the 
flying sparks ignited the county court- 
house roof and a mad rush was.made to 
save the records. 

Good Work of Volunteers. 

The fire was outed by volunteers, as in 
two other” instances when it caught. The 
showers of sparks, soot and dust from the 
fire and streets covered every one on the 
Wusiness streeis and men, women and 
children were blackened and smoke be- 
grimed for. hours while standing on the 
streets watching the flames. 

As the fire progressed to the Hoyt Hard- 
ware Company, up Monk street, a wild 
rush that had prevailed on the bay a few 
hours previous changed to Newcastle and 
all the merchants began to pack up and 
cart away their goods. One and two- 
horse teams of every description were 
brought into service and dashed back and 
forth at fearful speed in their haste to 
Save property. This added to the excite- 
ment and turned the heads of many who 
had Kept cool up to that period. In the 
meantime the falling sparks begam to ig- 
nite residences here and there, but volun- 
teers did good work and no damage was 
done. Every man of family, ecither. per- 
sonally or by hired hedlp,- guarded his 
property and several buildings were saved 
by these precautions. Chief Green and 
his men did splendid service in fighting 
the fire and deserve unstinted - praise. 
Many citizens who assisted them with- 
out reward also deserve credit, but are 
too numerous to secure a list of. 


Aid Telegraphed For. 

Aidermen Mason and Reed as soon,as 
che fire reached the Plant system’s cot- 
ton sheds realized how the fire would 
sweep and began telegraphing to Savan- 
nah, Jacksonville and Waycross for aid, 
which was granted quickly and through 
the courtesy of the Plant system, Florida 
Central and Peninsular and Southern 
Officials reached ‘Brunswick in time to 
give valuable aid had not the water sup- 
ply been exhausted. The water supply 
held out remarkably well, but could not 
stand such a great strain. 

Colonel duBignon, Coney & Parker, of 
the tow boat company, and Superintendent 
Grob, of JekKyl,- sent to sea for the Inca, 
Brunswick’s fire boat, and on arrival her 
services ‘were tendered gratis to ang’ 
Brunswickian who was uninsured and de- 
sired it, but no offer was accepted. Colonel 
duBignon was also ready to save insured 
property for 25 per eent of its valuation 
and not to ask for pay for any not saved, 
but no one here was authorized to make 
such trades and the Inca lay idle. Past 
experience had taught Colonel duBignon 
that the insurance companies would 
neither pay or thank him if he saved 
their property without a contract and he 
consequently ‘held the Inca away from 
the docks and his action in so doing is be- 
lieved right by those familiar with the 
facts. The Brunswick Riflemen and naval 
reserves also volunteered their services to 
guard property and the Riflemen came out 
under Lieutenant Dart at 3 o'clock and 
remained until 4, returning at 6 o'clock 
in company with the reserves, under Lieu- 
tenant Dunn, when. the riot cail was 
sounded. The boys were detailed for 
guard duty and paced the streets all 
night protecting property. Thew received 
merited praise from citizens for their 
faithfuiness.

One a the Most Disastrous that Has 
Occurred Lately. 


THE INJURED CARED FOR 


They Laid for Hours in a Pitiless 
Rainstorm—How the Cars 
Fell. 


Americus, Ga., April. 3.—(Special.)—The 
terrible wreck on the Georgia and Alabama 
railway Wednesday afternoon is being clear- 
ed away 
today. 

The wreck is erhlipe the most disastrous 
in the history of the road. The engine, 
mail and express and seconds-class coach 
plunged through the burning trestle, fall- 
ing thirty feet to destruction. All Were 
badly démolished. The tender was wrench- 
ed loose from the engine, both turning over 
in falling. 

The locomotive fell on its side. Hngineer 
Letgh fell beneath the tender, where he 
was pinioned to the ground for perhaps 
two hours before being extricated. The 
cars were piled in a promiscuous feap, 
and that they did not cateh fire from the 
burning trestla seems remarkable. 

In a Rainstorm. 

While the accident occurred at 5 o’clock p. 
m., it was nearly 10 o'clock Wednesday night 
before the wrecking train from this city, 
with Chief Surgeon Darby aboard, reach- 
ed the scene. In the meantime, however, 
two or three pliysicians drove to the wreck 
from Lumpkin and rendered what assist- 
ante they could, The injured trainmen 
lay in a driving rainstorm for several 
hours before removed to more comfortable 
quarters. 

The.wrecking train left Americus at 3 
o’clock, three hours after the accident 
occurred. The train returned here Thursday 
morning with the injured aboard. Among 
those most seriously hurt are Engineer 
W. J. Leigh, H. J. Thunderburg, a drum- 
mer, and J. W. Metz, baggage master, 
while a half-dozen others were injured .to 
a less extent. 

Engineer Leigh is hurt internally, badly 
bruised on chest and scalded from his 
waist down. It is not thought that Dis 
injuries will prove fatal. Thunderberg 1s 
also reported injured internally, though to 
what extent has not been ascertained. 


Caring for the Injured. 

Many of the wounded men still had their 
clothing on when brought heré at 8:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning. They were carried 
to hotels and boarding houses here, where 
physicians are attending their injuries. 

Nearly all the crew, except Engineer 
Leigh, were new men, having just come 
on the road from the Lyon branch of the 
Central. The burning bridge was at the 
end of a sharp curve, where it is impossi- 
ble to see more than fifty, or sixty yards 
ahead. 

As soon as the wreck was reported at 
Lumpkin, physicians and citizens of that 
town hurried to the scene and gave every 
attention to the wounded, and all who 
could be removed were carried to section 
houses out of the rain, and later to com- 
fortable homes in Lumpkin. 


DANGEROUSLY HURT.

But for the mar- 
velous recovery of Hon, William H. Flem- 
ing from a similar accident, the death of 
Mr. Robinson might be confidently pre- 
dicted. :

A Project To Exhume the Bodies «in 
Oakland’s Pauper Field. 


AND SELL. THE VACANT LOTS 


Alderman To!bert and Sexton Clayton 
Have a Plan To Raise Funds To 
Make Improvements. 


Alderman Tolbert, of the cemetery conr- 
mittee, and City Sexton Tom Clayton, 
have a’plan in mind by which they believe 
that funds sufficient to make Oakland 
cemetery the finest in the south can be 
raised.

He 
believes that the removal work of the 
paupers could be accomplished without dif- 
ficulty and without great expense. A large 
section of the cemetery is occupied as 
paupers’ field and by improving the ground 
it is believed that a large ‘sum of money 
could be realized by the sale of the prop- 
erty. 

Up to,ten years ago all of the city pau- 
pers were buried at Oakland on the ground 
set apart for the purpose. Since that time 
the dead have been buried at Westview 
and othér burial grounds. Little care has 
been given the Oakland field and it looks 
more like a deserted brush. hillside than a 
burial ground. It is proposed to take up 
the dead and remove them and then grade 
and improve the fieKd., By filling In and 
grading the field it is clainved that the 
part of the cemetefy qwuld be made 
one of the prettiest sections in the enclosure 
and that it would soon prove to be one 
of the most desirable. The ground, when 
divided up, would make a great many lots 
and when sold the funds would be devot- 
ed to making needed improvements in the 
cemetery. 

Mr. Tolbert and Mr. Clayton say that 
with the money that would be raised the 
entire cemetery ground could be placed 
in first-class condition. They say that 
the drives could be paved with chert and 
the walks with brick. The lots could be 
graded properly and flowers and plants 
put down. The whole place could be over- 
hauled and made attractive, making the 
cemetery surpass any other in this section 
in natural beauty and desirability. The 
cemetery appropriation at present is by 
no means large enough to make the need- 
ed improvements and Mr. Tolbert thinks 
that the ground will never be placed in 
proper condition until something on the 
line indicated has been done. 

Objected to the Scheme. 

The cost of removing the paupers has 
not been estimated, but the believers in 
the scheme do not think it would cost 
any great amount. They say that the 
paupers’ fiéid at Westview is amply large 
enough to provide a-splace for all those 
buried at Oakland, and all that will be 
buried in many years to comé. The cost 
of removal would be small in proportion to 
the amount. realized by the sale of the 
lots. However, it is certain that opposi- 
tion will arise to the project. Several 
grounds of objection might be mentioned. 

When the matter was discussed by the 
committee, Alderman Woodward, Alder- 
man Tolbert and Councilman Inman<the 
latter stated that he did not feel favorable 
to the scheme. He suggested that few 
people would want to bury on ground 
where paupers had been buried. And by 
taking up the bodies of the paupers the 
health of the city might be endangered. It 
was a big project, he said, and one that 
would require considerable” attention. 


Mr. Patterson on the Project. 
Mr. H, -M. Patterson, the undertaker, 
Siated last night, when asked about the 
ma. er, tha? fie scheme was an immense 
one. te “said that it would cost a great 
deal and that certain danger would arise 
by taking up the dead. He, too, like Mr. 
{ntfan, expressed the fear that the people 
would hesitate about buying lots where 
paupers had been buried, although the 
ground should be regraded and ‘filled in. 
He said that it would take a long time for 
the nd to settle and me firm 
enopeh to dig a smooth, solid grave. He 
that the older citizens would prefer 
to bury on new ground, but that the lots 
might be sold to newcomers. - He stated, 
however, that thé scheme is feasible and 
that it would be a source of revenue to 
the city if accomplished.

The Secretary Shows Irritation. 

It is a pity that Secretary Smith lost 
his temper during the joint debate at 
the tabernacle. This is to be regretted. 
When a public man undertakes to enter 
into a public discussion the supposition 
is that he has prepared himself before- 
hand for all the exigencies of such an 
affair. The supposition is that he has 
examined his own record and is prepared 
to explain all seeming, inconsistencies, 
and that he has braced himself to parry 
or-endure such criticism as is likely to 
be bandied about in a large audience. 

It seems, however. that Secretary 
Smith had not prepared himself for such 
exigencies. He seems to have forgotten 
how extremely familiar a Georgia au- 
dience can become on océasion, and how 
quickly it loses sympathy with a mun 
who cannot control his temper. and who 
thus admits his defeat. The crowd was 
large and it was in a marvelous rood 
humor. It was not an unsympathetic 
audience, so far as the secretary is per- 
somally concerned, but as soon as he 
began to show signs of irritation when 
his record was brought forth the crowd 
began to appreciate and enjoy the scene. 

The secretary's Peek letter was not 
new, and, though he did not relish the 
allusions that were made to it, he was 
prepared for it; but when his declara- 
tions of the fall of 1894 were placed on 
the political blackboard he could stand 
the pressure no fonger, but went to pieces 
in the midst of applause, cat calls and 
thundering hter. 

The vast audiences saw the point 
without any tronblee. Here was a man 
declaring that the single gold standard 
is the thing and that it must be presery- 
ed and maintained at all hazards, who, 
a year and a half ago said before practi- 
cally the same audience: “I entertain 
the views of those who believe a single 
gold standard unwise and dangerous. I 
agree to the proposition that it is cal- 
culated to contract the currency, check 
industry. suppress. business. and turn 
honest men out of places.”’ 

This was a little too much for tlie 
crowd, and when the secretary arose 
to conclude the debate he was asked 
for his remedy. In 1890 lhe was fer the 
free coinage of silver. Tha 1804, after he 
had become a member ofthe cabinet, he 
believed the single gold standard to be 
unwise and dangerous, “calculated to 
contract the currency, check industry, 
suppress business and turn honest nen 
out of places.” In 1896, a year and a 
half after making his declaration. he 
argties in favor of the single gold stand- 
ard pure and simple. ® 

And yet, what the secretary suid of the 
single gold standard in 1894 is so true 
that the most ignorant man in Atlanta 
can see it and feelit. It has contracted 


the éurrency, it lias checked: industry, 


it has suppressed business and it has 
turned honest men out of their places. 
Why then does the secretary come to 
Georgia and urge the honest voters to 
accept and indorse the policy which lhe 
himself denounced a year and a half 
ago? 

It is a saying in Kurope that a states- 
man cannot have too flexible a con- 
science nor too many policies. This may 
do for Europe, and it may do for this 
country when the single gold standard 
has reduced our people to the abject 
condition of the pauper labor of Europe. 
But just at present_the people are not 
likely to pay much attention to a poli- 
tician, a statesman or a cabinet officer 
who mocks at their distress by insisting 
that they are prosperous, and who ad- 
vocates one policy today and another to- 
morrow. dodging, hedging, changing, 
backing and filling and trying to move 
toward all points of the political compass 
at once. . 4

Submarine Navigation. 

The miracles of science in recent years 
have even surpassed those imputed to 
sacred origin; and, if.a certain experi- 
ment holds good, the approaching cen- 
tury will be ushered in by a 
achievernént which will far eclipse the 
one which signalized the advent of the 
nineteenth. 

In giving to the world the marvelous 
invention associated with his name Rob- 
ert Fulton made use of steam as a mo- 
tive power for navigation. ‘The first 
steimboat plowed the waters of the 
Hudson in 1807, and since that time the 
commerce of the globe has been carried 
on chiefly through the agency of steam. 

Since electricity, however, has claimed 
the attention of the world a fresh school 
of philosophy has arisen in the land and 
the genius of invention has been busily 
engaged in applying this mysterious force 
to the complex neads of civilization. 

One of the most difficult problems 
which have agitated the minds of scien- 
tific students, in this department of in- 
vestigation, takes the form of this ques- 
tion: If electricity has supplanted steam 
as a2 motive power on.Jand, why can it 
not also be employed snecessfully as a 
motive power on water? 

A man by the name of Gresham, who 
resides in Brooklyn, N. Y.. has made 
this’ quefétion a subjett of profound 
study and, as the result of his labors, he 
claims to have discovered a process by 
which this ambitious dream will be 
shortly realized. 

His model has been perfected and all 
that remains is to apply the test. For 
this purpose'a vessel njust be construc- 
ted on the yuan of this miniatwre device 
and the expenditure of quite a large 
sum of money will be required.

The Recognition of Cuba. 

Concerhing the attitude of congress 
toward the Cuban situation much has 
been written of a general character, urg- 
ing the impertance of a speedy recogni- 
tion of the Cubans as possessing the 
rights and privileges of belligerents. 

This friendly solicitude is largely the 
outgrowth of a sympathetic feeling, 
without regard to the issues involved or 
the consequences that might result from 
such a step. 

Little thought bas been given to the 
real significance attaching to Cuban rec- 
ognition. 

A -writer in The San Francisco Chroni- 
cle, who has made a careful study of the 
situation, gives the following as the 
result of his reflections, bearing upon 
the significance of the step which con- 
gress is about to take: 

That the Cubans would be recognized as 
having all the righis and obligations of a 
free and independent siate, as far as the 


war is concerned, and no further. 
That their ships would be cruisers of war, 


not pirates. 

That the supplies they take or capture 
from invaded territory are requisitions, not 
robberies. 

That their capiure on the high seas would 
be good prizes, not felonies.

That all vessels of the United States 
would be subject to search by the Spanish 
men-of-war and liable to capture should 
they be carrying contraband goods or mu- 
nitions of war to the Cubans. ; 

That Spain would no longer be heli re- 
sponsible for the action of Cuba against 
the United States or her citizens. 

That the Cuban government could not 
as yet negotiate treaties or accredit diplo- 
matic ministers. 

That the United States could as vet offer 
no aid to the insurgents, except sympathy 
or moral support. 

That the intercourse with this govern- 
ment must still continue to be informal and 
unofficial. 

That Cuba could not be tecognized as 
more by the action of congress than does 
Spain. ' 

Thag® Cuba could not Ve recognized as 
an independent country, unless the Span- 
iards were conquered or driven irom the 
country. 

That the United States could not revoke 
its recognition of belligereacy se long as 
the circumstances exist under whien it is 
accorded, 

if this interpretation of the meaning 
involved in the act of recognition is not 
correct it will at least serve as excellent 
food for thought, as it represents a care- 
ful investigation of this most important 
question.

The circular also states that “‘the as 
sociation seeks to unite all banks and 
bankers in one. efficient national organi- 
zation and it solicits all national and 
state banks, Sayings banks and bank- 
ing firms to become members.”

WR. COOPER TELEGRAPHS AN EXPLANATION 


WHe Says He Will Reach Atlanta This 
Morning and Will Straighten 
Up His Accounts. 


At a special meeting of the county com- 
missioners held yesterday afternoon a 
shortage of apparently $30,000 was discov- 
ered in the records of the county for a 
period of time extending several years 
back, 

The revelation made by the commission- 
ers Was the result of an investigation 
which was started several days ago by 
the finance committee in regard to the 
failure of the wholesale )iquor dealers to 
pay the annual county ‘icense which 1s 
allowed by law. Though the books showed 
that but a few of ‘these dealers had paid, 
it Was learned that many of them had 
paid, but no record was made by Clerk 
Cooper upon the books of the county. 

Mr. Cooper has been in Costa Rica for 
several weeks, but a few days ago re- 
turned to the United States and reached 
Montgomery yesterday, where he visited 
his daughter, who is in sckool in that 
city. i 

Information was received from Mr. Coop- 
er last night. When \questioned about 
the matter he did not hestitate to say that 
he is indebted to the county in the.sum 
of several hundred dollars. ° 

Hie says that he was thrown out of his 
office without any. notice, and at the time 
he was owing the county about $1,500 This 
amount he says he will straighten out 
when he reaches the city today. He de- 
nies. that he was running away or trying 
ta escape the payment of his shortage, but 
that he is returning of his own free will 
and will make a settlemeni with the county 
upon his arrival. | 

Acknowledges His Shortage. 

Mr. Cooper was seen last night in Mont- 
zomery by a representative of The Con- 
stitution, to whom he snade a statement 
of his transactions with the county. Mr. 
Cooper said: 

“I understana what the telegram 
ludes to. The facts briefly are these: I had 
been clerk of the board off county com- 
missioners of Fulton county for several 
terms and handled considerable of the 
county’s money. Last October, at the ex- 
piration of my last term, 
sort of warning, | was deprived of my 
office by the election of another gentleman 
in my stead. I owed the, city at the time 
about $1,530, which I had collected in the 
way of whisky licenses and other city 
licenses. My books showed that I owed 
this arhount and I told the treazurer 
about the matter and assured him I would 


al- 


_atrerge it as soon as 1 could dispose of 


some real estate in Atlanta. At the same 
time I put my property there in the hands 
ef real estate men for sale, among them 
Adair & Son, one of the members of which 
firm is one the boar’ of county commis- 
sioners. I have had no intention whatever 
of defrauding the city out of the amount. 
A Word of Explanation. 

‘Tl went to Costa Rica last January to 
jnvestigate coffec growing there, and am, 
now en route home to Atlanta, where [ 
ghall arrive tomorrow afternoon if the 
train does not run off the track. I will 
state that I had frequently during my 
term af office had funds in my possession 
belonging to the city with the knowledge 
and. tacit permission of the officers, being 
a bonded officer myself. As I stated, 1 
was deposed without notice, and therefore, 
withcut opportunity to straighten the mat- 
ter. up. Family affliction also visited me 
in the loss of my wife, and these mat- 
ters and the expenses incident to the ed- 
ucation of my children rendered it impos- 
sible for me to meet my obligations tg the 
city as promptly as I would like to have 
done. I have made no effort to conceal any 
of the facts from the officials of Fulton 
county and my books show exactly how 
I stand. I am not running away, but am 
going home of my own free will. 

#1 stopped over here today to see my 


‘little daughter, who is in school here, but 


you may wire your paper that I will be 
home before dark tomorrow night and will 
fix that so-called delinquency just as soon 
as I can arrange to do so. 

“As evidence that I had no _ intention 
while abroad of concealing my where- 
abouts, I wrote several news letters to 
The Constitution from Costa Rica which 
were intended for publication and which 
were phblished. I had an intervew with a 
reporter The Constitution, in fact, on 
the day before my departure from Atlanta, 
announcing my intention of leaving .for 
Costa Rica, which he published the day 
that TI left, all of which would indicate 
that_I had no purpose to take flight. On 
the contrary, I acknowledge my liability 
and am going to straighten out the affair 
as soon as I can. I regret that this pub- 
lication should’ have been made during 
my absence without opportunity on my 
part for explanation.” 

Finance Committee Meets.

Was made. This examination revealed the 

, thousaud dollars due the 
county bad r been collected on account 
of the failure of a former officer to demand 
the funds, and further showed that Mr. 
Cooper#had received several hundred dol- 
lars of which no record appeafed in the 
oMfi:se of the treasurer, and which amounts 
are not to be found on any of the records in 
the possession of the board. 

Caficeted checks and licetse receipts were 
exhibited by several wholesale liquor deal- 
ers, showing that they had paid the taxes, 
yet the amount had not been returned to 
the commissioners end the county had n¢ev- 
er received the benefit of a very large 
amount of this tax. When the situation 
Was. discovered by the finance commiitec 

. that body immediately decidec to call a 
special meeting of the board. The mecting 
of the commissioners was held yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, and was im session 
until late in the evening. * 

At the, meeting a resolution was passed 
citing Treasurer Payne to appear at a spe- 
cial meeting to be held next Tuesday, at 
which time he was to render a statement 
respecting his acts in demanding the col- 
lection of county revenues, especially those 
arising from the payment of wholesale li- 
quor and theatrical license. 


The Shortage Discovered. 

Though the apparent shortage has prob- 
ably been in existence for many years it 
was not discovered until a short time ago, 
and the fact was not verified and estab- 
lished positively until yesterday afternoon. 

Several days ago Mr. L. DeGive made 
application to pay his annual theater li- 
cense, which he said he had been paying for 
eleven years on his theater. He asked 
Clerk of the Board Kontz to fill out a Ke- 
ceipt for the annual tax for both the Co- 
lumbia and the Grand. | 

Mr. Kontz has been clerk for only a short 
time, and as this was the first payment 
that had been offered, he referred to ife 
books of Mr. Tyler Cooper, whom he had 
succeeded as clerk, In order that he might 
ascertain the amount of the tax and the 
form in which the license was written and 
recorded. Mr. Kontz was not able to find 
any record of a theatrical license having 
been paid, and toki Mr. DeGive that he 
would call at his office the next day and 
let him have thé license. 

The next day Mr. Kontz saw Mr. De- 
Give and Mr. DeGive showed that he had 
paid the theatrical tax, exhibiting all of his 
receipts for the- annual amounts. Air. 
Kontz again examined the records think- 
tng that he had probably overlooked the re- 
ceipts on the stub book the day before, but 
he failed to find any instance where a the- 
atricalr license had been paid. 


An Investigation Follows. 

The attention cf the board was caiied to 
the fact thut no theatrical license had been 
recorded, and an investigation was order- 
ed. Taking the fact ifito consideration that 
the books showed no entry of these pay- 
ments, and that Mr. DeGive held receipts it 
appeared that a shortage existed and the 
finance committee went to work to discov- 
er who was liable for the amounts of the 
shortage. : 

As the investigation proceeded it devel- 
oped that many liquor licenses had never 
been. paid as shown by the books. During 
last year but three, out of fifteen, whole- 
sale liquor dealers were credited with a 
pay nent, which meant a heavy amcuni the 


} county had snffered. 


Mr. Adair, of the committee, held a con- 
ference with several of the dealers, and he 
Was soon satisfied that something was rad- 
ically wrong in the conduct of the office. 
Many of the dealers who were not credit- 
ed with having paid their tax showed re- 
ceipts. 

Mr. Donald M. Bain was approached and 
was asked if he had paid his license to the 
county. Mr. Bain said he had done so, and 
not only showed the receipt, but also show- 


} e1 the canceled check with Which ihe HIi- 


cense was paid. One of these checks was 
indorsed by John Tyler Cooper and by C. 
M. Payne. The check so indorsed was 
found to have been credited upon the books, 
but other checks were made payabie to J. 
T. Cooper, and only indorsed by him, while 
the returns had not been made to the 
county. 
The Exposure Follows. 

With this information in hand the com- 
mittee made further examinations. 

Under the law the treasurer is required to 
demand and collect all dues owing to the 
county. 

When a check which was collected by 
Clerk Cooper was turned over to the treas- 
urer, Mr. Payne would also indorse the 
check and would then deposit it in the bank 
with which the county did business. in 
every instance where a check collected by 
Mr. Cooper was turned over to the treas- 
urer the indorsement of Mr. Payne is to be 
seen, and the record of the amount is 
placed in the books of the county. 

The checks which were coliected by Clerk 
Cooper -.hd were rot 1eturned to the county 
bore on!y his sig: ature and were cashed at 
the counter of the bark upon which it was 
drawn by the paye. ay: 

Mr. DeGive Has Paid. — 

Mr. L. DeGive, who controls two thea- 
ters in the city, has paid for both since the 
law was passed. This is shown by li- 
cense receipts which hav2 been exhibited 
by Mr. DoGive himself. 

Mr. DeGive says he has paid for the Co- 
lumbia theater an annual tax for eleven 
years, and has also paid the same amount 
for the Grand theater since that structure 
was built. 

Although the receipts were given Mr. De- 
Give, ‘there was no record to be found in the 
office of the commissioners, where Mr. 
Cooper should have given a credit for eacn 
amount and then placed the money in the 
hands of the treasurer. The county com- 
. missioners have looked everywhere for the 
records which would show these reports, 
but not a single entry has beer: found. 

These amounts were paid to Mr. Cooper, 
for in addition to the receipts the c¢an- 
celed checks are’ shown in the instances 
when the payment was made through the 
bank. 

Mr. Bain’s Statement. 

The finance committee sought out Mr. 
Donald M. Bain and asked why he had not 
paid his wholesale ‘whisky license. The 
committee was informed that he had done 
so and he was given a receipt by John Ty- 
ler Cooper. The check with which Mr. 
Bain paid the lHcense for last year was 
made payable to the order of J. T. Cooper. 
This check was for $15). On the back of 
the check was the indorsement of Mr. 
Cooper. 

The check was paid by the same bank 
upon Which it was drawn, and did not go 
through the hands of Treasurer Payne, as 
| his indorsement did not show on the batk. 
If the check had been given to Mr. Payne 
there would have been an entry on the 
books and the check would have been de- 
posited in the bank in which the funds of 
the county were kept. 

Meeting of the Commissioners. 

The board of county commissioners was 
ealled together yesterday afternoon in spe- 
cial session upon the request of the finance 
committee. 

The board met at 3 o’clock and was in ses- 
sion several hours. The meeting was ex- 
ceedingly interesting and action was taken 
in the matter pertaining to the shortage. « 

On motion the following resolution was 
adopted: : 

‘‘*Resolved, That C: M. Payne, treasurer 
of Fultow county, be notified and required 
to come before the board of county commis- 
sicner of roads and revenues for said coun- 
ty on Tuesday, the 7th day of April, 1896, 
at 3 o'clock p. m. to render an account of 
his acts and deeds respecting the demand- 
ing and collecting by him of the county 
dues, especially such as arise from the 
county license for the sale of liquors, ex-

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sion of County, Clerk John Tyler Cooper

‘Resolved, 
and county attorney prepare :.nd present all 
“the records, data and facts to be obtained 
and report same at said :neeting. , 
“Resolved, That the clerk of this board 
notify the county treasurer by serving @ 
copy of these resolutions.” 


Is Treasurer Payne Liable? 

It is held that the law requires the trcas- 
urer to demand and collect all revenues due 
the cotinty, and that it is not the duty or 
the right of the clerk to collect or receipt for 
these accounts. The board is of the opin- 
jon that Treasucer Puyne failed to demand 
the collection of the amounts, and that un- 
der the law he is lable for the whole short- 
age. Mr. Payne says ‘he did not know that 
he was required to collect any theatrital 
licenses and bad never seen any law requir- 
ing him te look up the shows and collect 
a nightly tax of $ for each performance. 

Mr. Payne is under a very heavy bond 
for the faithful performance of his dutjes, 
and it is the opinion of the board that he 
is liable for any loss which may arise to 
the county for the failure of any officer to 
collect the amounts of revenue’ which 
‘should be paid. The bund of Mr. Payne 1s 
said to be signed by C. W. Hunnicutt and 
S. H. Venable. 


The'Sale of County Maps. 


At the last meeting Mr. Adair called the 
attention of the board to the fact that thé 
county had printed at considerable expense 
a large number of county maps, and that 
the, maps had been for sale by the board 
for some time, but very few sales had been 
made. It is now charged that several of 
these, mape were sold, but no report was 
filed with the treasurer of the sale. The 
committee did not take the time or the 
trouble to go through the maps to see how 
many were missing. 


. The Loss to the County. 


From the investigation: which has been 
made it is alleged that the loss will reach 
in excess of $30,000. 

The investigation which was made by Mr. 
Forrest Adair was repofted at the last 
meeting of the board, showing the approx- 
imate losses to the county for the past five 
years alone. This report was made after 
an investigation was made from the records 
of the clerk during the term of office of Mr. 
Cooper. 

Badly in Arrears. 

In his report at the last meeting Mr. 
Adair gave the following figures as a re- 
sult of his investigation, The facts had not 
been shown up as largely at that time as 
since the investigation was completed. 

“I have examined the city’s wholesale 
liquor license list and find that in the year 
1891 fifteen dealers were liable for tax, but 
only five were paid imto the county treas- 
ury, making a loss of $2,500 to this county. 
For the year 1892 fourteen were Hable and 
only seven were paid into the treasury, 
making a loss of $1,750. For the year. 1893 
seventeen dealers paid to the city, but the 
county only got license for eight, leaving a 
shortage of $2,250. In the year 18% sixteen 
dealers paid their license to the city, and 
in spite of that [ am confronted with the 
astonishing statement of only three paid 
to the county, causing u loss of $1,950. In 
189% sixteen paid to the city and the county 
received a license from four, making a loss 
of $1,800 for that year 

“Now, here is shown an exact loss of 
$10,250 in liquor licenses in five years, and, 
from an approximate estimate, which, 1 
have made, the loss on account of neglect- 
ing the theater ticease is fully $10,000, mak- 
ing a total loss of over $20,000, "a sum that, 
it seems to me, was well worth looking af- 
ter.” s 


Will Meet Again Tuesday. 


The board of county commissioners will 
meet again Tuesday afternoon, at which 
time Treasurer Payne will be asked to 
make an explanation of his failure to col- 
lect the amounts Which the laws provide 
for him to do. 

At this meeting it is expected to have @& 
full report upon the work ‘that has been 
accomplished by the finunce committee. 

A full board will be presente and it 
probable that some definite action may be 
taken in regard to the matter. 


Mr. Cooper Expected Home Today. 

From advices received in the city yester- 
day it is expected that Mr.A‘ooper will ar- 
rive this morning. 

He has been on a visit to Costa Rica for 
several weeks, and is said to now be on his 
return home. 

He was in Montgomery yesterday on a 
visit to his daughter, who is attending 
school in that city. He will probably ar- 
rive over the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road this morning on the vestibule. 

Mr. Cooper has many friends in the city 
who say that he will satisfactorily explain 
any apparent shortage that may now ex- 
ist. He was for many years the clerk of 
the county board and made friends with 
many with whom he was associated during 
his term of office. 


THREE FIRES YESTERDAY. 
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TWO HORSES CREMATED IN MR. 
FRANK PITTMAN’S BARN. 
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Two Barns Were Burned Down Before 
the Department Could Reach the 
Scene—The Other Fires. 
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played havoc with the two 
barns of Mr. Frank Pittman, the build- 
ing inspector, yesterday morning, com- 
pletely destroying them, with a lot of val- 
uable furniture and two tine 
horses. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock yesterday Mrs. 
Pittman, chancing to look out of the back 
door. saw the barn on fire and immediate- 
ly sent in an alarm. When she saw the 
fire it had*almost completely covered the 
barn, and by the time the fire department 
arrived it had gained such headway that 
to check it was impossible. 

A few days ago Mr. Clarence Pittman 
moved his furniture into his  Mbrother’s 
barn. He had a policy on it for $1,000, but 
had never transferred it, therefore no in- 
surancé will be paid. 

Two Horses Burn. 

When the tiremen discovered that two 
horses were confined in the barn they made 
brave efforts to save them, but the heat 
was so intense that they could not ap- 
proach the building close enough to render 
the poor horses any aid. The scene was 
a pathetic one when the fire began to eat 
its way toward the horses and they began 
to feel the heat. The cries of pain and 
terror that they gave vent to were almost 
human fike, and every person who heard 
them were moved to tears. One of the 
herses with a strength born of terror and 
desperation, broke through the building 
and ran about ten feet, then fell and ex- 
pired. 

The barns were not very valuable build- 
ings and the loss on them will not amount 
to very much. There were a number of 
buildings near and the wind blew the 
sparks about to such an extent that it was 
only by verv hard work that several other 
fires were prevented. 

The Other Fires. 

Shortliv after 2 o'clock a telephone alarm 
called the @epartment to 28 Pratt street, 
where a few shingles were burning on the 
roof of a negro shanty. The damage was 
very slight. : 

An alarm came in from Box 25 at 4:3 
o'clock. This fire was on the roof of the 
servant’s house in the rear of 139 Laickie 
street and was caused by a spark. No 
damage was done.

|HE TALKS OF HIS STAY IN THE TROPICS 


Mr. Collins Gives a Graphic Descrip- 
tion of What He Saw There—Why 
He Changed to Silver. :

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“TIT am no longer a gold man. What be- 
tief I had in the theory of the single stand- 
ard has been shattered. I have been.in a 
silver country for two months and if any- 
thing is needed to convince a man of the 
falsity of the monomretallic cause it is 
a trip to a country where. silver is free 
and unlimited. I left Atlanta a dyed-in- 
the-wool goldbug. I come back to preach 
free silver.. I have become converted.” 

Mr. James D. Collins spoke in a strong, 
clear voice. He was brushing the dust 
of travel from his overcoat and grooming 
himself after a journey of one week. He 
had been in town only one hour. 

Mr. Collins arrived yesterday -morning 
after a stay of two months in Costa Rica 
where he went for recreation and inci- 
dentally to investigate the resources of 
the country. He~comes back with a sun 
browned color and a complexion ruddy 
and tropic tinted. The ‘doughty little re- 
public om the south has no more loyal 
convert than he. EnthusiasticaNy he refers 
to the resources of the country; ardently he 
champions the cause of silver after seeing 
the currency methods in eperation there, 
strongly he advises all who wish a flour- 
ishing country to abide in to reach out 
toward Costa Rica. 

“I was never more surprised in my life,”’ 
he gaid, puffing away at a big cigar; ‘‘I 
had an i@ea that the country was rather 
wild, that tha people were half civilized, 
that there was nothing there to call the 
attention of the people of this country. In- 
stead of that I saw a country flourishing 
everywhere. No one was in need. The 
lowliest peon has a bank account. The 
man corresponding to the one-Rorse farmer 
in the United States can write out his 
check there for $20,000. There ig no finan- 
cial stringency. There is no want, no dis- 
tress, no complaint of hard times. There 
gs plenty of money. How ariy one can 
favor the gold standard I cannot see after 
looking into the methods of that cougtry. 
What we want in the United States is 
silver, free and unlimited, 16 to 1, or any 
other ratio that will give it to us. f am 
eick of this cry for gold—don’t want any 
ruore of it in mine,’’ 


Was a Sudden Trip. 

Nr Collins was at the Mardi Gras when 
he scided to make the'trip to Costa Rica. 
It was rather a sudden determination upon 
his part as he intended to return to At- 
lanta direet front New Orleans. He was 
not in very good health and some one ad- 
vised him to make a trip to Costa Rica. 
“Upon my decision to make the trip,” 
he said, “I went to Mr. John G. Woods, 
mianager of the Hoadty steamship line. I 
found him to be a perfect gentleman and 
one of the most affable men I ever met. 
He gave us the best staterooms upon the 
Hyspania, a natty ship, which plies be- 
tween New Orleans and Port La Mont. 
We were treated with remarkable kind- 
ness. The crew was made up of Swedes. 
1 have always had a fondness for that 
nationality, and for that reason the voy- 
aze was more than usually pleasant. The 
voyage was made in five days and I 
don’t think I have ever had a more de- 
lightful trip. Captain Wylette commanded 
the vessel and is a sea officer worthy and 
efficient. He commanded his men in per- 
fect style. Net’a Word «had to be spoken 
to them. They respected him and he was 
kind to his men. . 

“Captain Wylette was a favorite with all 
vassengers. 

Goes to the Interior. 

“After my arrival at Port La Mont,” 
continued Mr. Collins, ‘Mr. Ingalls, of the 
firm of Hoadly & Co., took us_in charge 
and pointed out various places “of inter- 
est. He ordered a special car and took 
us out to his mills, <L-u across to his 
banana farms, which stretched. out on 
Banana river. I had never’ seen any 
thing of the kind before and was more 
than delighted ‘at- the manner of cultiva- 
tion, and the wide sweep of green trees. 
We returned and spent the night at Port 
La Mont. At 7 o'clock next nrorning we 
took the road to San Jove, the only road 
by the way in the republic. Phe city is 
a little over a hundred miles from the 
Carribean sea. For about three hours we 
traveled through extensive banna and co- 
coanut farms. These covered boundless 
acres and stretched away jas far as the 
eye could reach. Then we began to get 
up in the mountainous country. 
pulled up higher and higher, around sharp 
curves, through dark tunnels, up above 
the most picturesque gorges, until we 
could look down and see far below us the 
valleys stretching out, green and luxurious, 
cut here and there by wide streams. 

“T need a bigger imagination to describe 
what I saw.’’ continued Mr. Collins. “I am 
sure that no scenery in this country can 
match that. The skies were as blue as 
the azure of an April day here and the 
Castilian sunsets were something’ that 
would have made an artist delirious with 
delight. J te?t@é Mr. Ingalis that for once in 
my life I wanted to be an artist. 

“We reached El Atto, which is 
feet ‘hich. This was our higfest altitude 
on the trip. San Jeve was not quite so 
high. It was here that we made our head- 
quarters, ‘taking excursions on horseback 
and by other means every day into dif- 
ferent parts of the country. Every joot 
of the country is fertile. 

An Eye for Women. : 

“The women are most beautiful, with 
dark eyes and shimmering hair that falls 
over their shoulders profusely. Every 
Thursday afternoon the. band, in full mili- 
tary attire, marches out. into the park, 
where it plays from 7 till 10 in the even- 
ing. At that time all’ people stop work 
and come to the park, where. they spend 
the time promenading and talking in the 
liveliest manner. The women come out 
with white siik shawis tied about their 
heads in the daintiest way, and everywhere 
there was the utmost congeniality. The 
people are pleasant and hospitable. They 
enjoy hfe. They are all rich enough not 
to bother much about money matters and 
take life easy. 

Seen in the Market. 

“One of the mosi interesting studies 
there is the market. This is almost like 
ithe New ‘ Orleans market. Every one 
having anything to sell comes there. They 
find no trouble in the sale of their goods.

Though the month of February Was very 
dull so far as building was concerned, and 
even though it was the dullest month that 
the building inspector has known since 
he took charge of his_oflice, this month 
promises to be a record breaker. Never 
before has so many building permits been 
granted by Building Inspector Frank Pitt- 
man in so short a time as in the past three 
days. 

In that time ten permits have been grant- 
ed, and all for dwelling houses of respecta- 
ble size. The cost of the ten houses will 
amount to $14,000, which is an average of 
$1,400 for each house. These buildings will 
be erected .in the best partg of the city, 
thongh the majority will be erécted in the 
suburbs. ’ 

With the spring and Easter there seems 
to have.conre an epidemic of building and 
Mr, Pittman said yesterday that he fully 
expected that more building would be done 
in this momth than ever in any since he 
has been in office. This year has been. a 
good one for building and many fiffe build- 
ings. were erected in January and Febru- 
ary, but in March things began to get 
dull and comparatively few houses were 
erected.
